“Micro Bros” Gets pelt on for hil lb 


Panhandle-based film production 
company Lensea Film has announced 
they’ve received funding and met 
all approval requirements to shoot 
the pilot episode of a show called 
Micro Bros at SweetWater Brewery in 
Atlanta, Georgia. 


Micro Bros features hosts Jared 
Michael Cramblet and Jarrod Michael 
Moxley as they discover authentic 
stories through visits to breweries 
while exploring the surrounding 
culture. “Think Bourdain meets beer,” 
said Mr. Cramblet. “Not that we’d ever 
be bold enough to compare ourselves 
and sense of storytelling to that of 
Bourdain, but we hope to bring some 
of those same feelings of adventure 
and curiosity to the show.” 


Both Mr. Cramblet and Mr. Moxley 
have held the show concept close for 
nearly a decade, but it didn’t become 
a reality until Mr. Cramblet started 
working with Destyn Patera and his 
team with Lensea Film. 


“I first met Destyn on set for a music 
video,” he said. “I soon learned he was 
doing outstanding work with the likes 
of Bubba Watson, Oakley, and one of 


my favorite bands, The Revivalists. He 
and I began to work closely with each 
other on a more frequent basis and I 
eventually shared the idea for Micro 
Bros with him.” 


Upon sharing the idea with the Lensea 
Film crew, enthusiasm quickly followed, 
allowing the team to raise $45,000 to 
fund the production of the pilot episode 
and catch the attention of SweetWater 
Brewery, giving the team full access to 
film on location at the brewery. 


“We quickly caught the attention of 
some really great partners, and are 
beyond excited to see our vision come 
full circle,” said Mr. Patera. “With 
production fully funded, we can 
properly execute our vision for the 
show.” 


Although the budget for production is 
fully funded, the team will be launching 
a small crowdfunding campaign to aid 
with the costs of post-production, film 
festival entries, and general marketing 
costs upon completion.

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Trump Administration’s Endangered-Species 
Policy Is Nothing but a Cruelty —

The long Republican war on the Endangered 
Species Act heated up last week when the Trump 
administration announced it was changing the 
rules about how far the government should go to 
save America’s imperiled wildlife. 


Having failed to persuade Congress to shred the 
landmark conservation law—signed by a Republican 
president, Richard Nixon, in 1973—lobbyists for the 
oil, mining and logging interests were elated by the 
breadth and boldness of Trump’s shortcut. 


The new rules would make it easier to “de-list” or 
a remove a species from the federal endangered 
list, and also to water down protections for those 
classified as “threatened.” 


And in an unrepentant nod to developers and the 
extraction industries, regulators will now be able to 
consider economic factors when deciding whether a 
particular mammal, bird or wildflower deserves to 
be treated as endangered, even if it’s indisputably 
sliding toward extinction. 


In other words, saving God’s creations from oblivion 
is a worthy mission unless it means lost revenues 
for ExxonMobil or Koch Industries. 


In Florida, where raw habitat has been drastically 
vanishing for decades, the Endangered Species 
Act has been instrumental in saving iconic wildlife 
such as the alligator, bald eagle, wood stork, 
several beloved species of sea turtles, the American

crocodile, Everglades kite, manatee, Key deer and, 
of course, the Florida panther. 


Heroic efforts and raised public awareness have 
boosted the panther population from double digits to 
current estimates of between 120 and 230 animals. 
However, the far-roaming felines are increasingly 
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losing territory to overdevelopment and frequently 
get killed by traffic. 


Ironically, some critics of the Endangered Species 
Act point to the prolonging of the panther’s tenuous 
presence as a success story showing that the law did 
its job, and that regulations are no longer needed to 
save the cats. 


That’s the same untested argument being used by 
the feds about modestly resurgent species as diverse 
in size and range as the Yellowstone grizzly bear and 
Florida Key deer. 


Political pressure to remove protection for the 
grizzlies has come from ranchers, and also hunting 
groups in Wyoming and Idaho that say there are 
now enough bears in the woods that people ought to 
be able to shoot them for sport. 


Because, really, what’s the point of saving a wild 
animal from extinction if we can’t kill ‘em and mount 
their stuffed heads on a wall? 


According to the National Park Service, the number 
of grizzlies in the Greater Yellowstone River 
ecosystem has risen from only 136 in 1975 to an 
estimated 718 today. Sixty-nine of the animals are 
believed to have died last year. 


Few field biologists would call that a thriving 
population, and last year a federal judge agreed. 
He overruled the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service and 
reinstated protection for Yellowstone grizzlies. 


So far, nobody has publicly proposed a hunting 
season for the famously adorable deer that live on Big 
Pine and a few other Lower Keys islands. Back in the

Jefirey Epstein’s Wealth and Power Gave Him 
Protection That His Victims Never Got

The more we learn about the late Jeffrey Epstein’s 
13 months in so-called custody at the Palm Beach 
County Stockade, the clearer is the lesson: 


It definitely helped to be rich, even if you were a 
monstrous sexual predator. 


It didn’t help Epstein that much at the Metropolitan 
Correction Center in Manhattan, where he hung 
himself early Saturday. 


For the sake of his many victims, Epstein’s death 
can’t be the end of this story. 


Just last week, Gov. Ron DeSantis ordered 
the Florida Department of Law Enforcement to 
investigate Epstein’s coddled life while serving 13 
months of an 18-month sentence after pleading 
guilty in 2008 to two felony counts of prostitution. 


One of those crimes involved soliciting sex from a 
minor, serial behavior of Epstein’s that had caught 
the attention of the FBI. A 53-page federal indictment 
resulting from that probe was spiked by then- 
U.S. Attorney Alex Acosta, paving the way for the 
multimillionaire’s mysteriously lenient plea deal. 


Even the most jaded observers of the justice system 
wouldn’t expect that royal treatment would be given 
to a slimy perv who recruited high-school girls to visit 
his Palm Beach mansion and give him massages. 


Yet, according to records from the jail and sheriffs 
department, Epstein enjoyed perks that no other 
convicted sex criminal would ever have the gall to 
request. 


He took the concept of “work-release” to a whole 
new level. He was allowed to leave the stockade 12

1950s, poaching and development had wiped out all 
but about two dozen of the docile, dog-sized animals. 


Thanks to federal and state supervision, the Key 
deer herds gradually rebounded to more than 950 
adults, sub-adults and fawns. Then, in 2016, an 
outbreak of screw worms spread a flesh-eating 
disease that killed about 130 animals. 


The following year, Hurricane Irma walloped Monroe 
County, submerging much of the Key deer’s browsing 
habitat. As tourism rebounded, road kills increased. 


Yet, weirdly, Fish and Wildlife recently said it wants 
to remove the deer from the endangered species list. 
Officials stated their recommendation is based on the 
“best available scientific and commercial information.” 


I added the italics because one commercial factor 
when weighing the fate of the little deer is the amount 
of wild acreage they need. Undeveloped land is 
limited—and very valuable to builders—in the Keys. 


hours a day, six days a week and, upon his return, 
stayed in a mostly empty wing of the facility. 


For Epstein, jail wasn’t an incarceration so much as 
an inconvenience. Deputies were given permission 
to leave his cell unlocked while he was there. He was 
more of an out-mate than an inmate. 


Sometimes he got to watch TV in a room normally 
reserved for attorneys visiting jailed clients. 


During his daily road trips, he was followed by 
off-duty deputies who were paid $126,000 for 
their respectful supervision. The officers often 
wore business suits and addressed him as “Mr. 
Epstein.” 


That’s usually not how cops talk to child molesters, 
but most child molesters aren’t being driven around 
by their own personal chauffeurs. 


Typically, Epstein spent days at an office of the 
Florida Science Foundation, a nonprofit he founded 
shortly before his sentencing on the prostitution 
charges. WPTV reported it was the foundation 
that paid Epstein’s deputy escorts, who also were 
supposed to keep written records of who visited him 
there. 


Attorney Bradley Edwards, who represents some of 
Epstein’s female accusers, said he knows of women 
who were brought to Epstein for sex while he was 
away from the stockade during the day. Those 
claims will be part of the new FDLE investigation. 


Toward the end of his term, Epstein was even 
allowed to hang out at his mansion. That’s actually 
more “release-release” than “work-release,” but 
there were extenuating circumstances. How can 
you properly consult with your landscape architect 
if you’re cooped up in a cell? 


The great Yellowstone grizzlies might not be 
universally cherished in Wyoming, but the Key 
deer’s human constituency is loud, loyal and 
bipartisan—as wildlife federal officials are likely to 
see on Aug. 22, when a public hearing is scheduled 
at 6 PM at the Government Center in Marathon. 


Judging a creature’s worth on the planet by weighing 
the cost of not exterminating it is obscene, but that 
cold philosophy is like scripture to hardcore haters 
of the Endangered Species Act. 


It’s hardly shocking that the current Secretary 
of Interior, David Bernhardt, was a lobbyist for 
the oil and gas industries, or that his new rules 
will diminish the issue of climate change in the 
government’s decisions about protecting wildlife. 


The waters of the Florida Keys are rising, by the 
way, which isn’t too good for the deer or the land 
developers. Unfortunately, the deer don’t have any 
ex-lobbyists working in the Trump administration.

The Palm Beach Sheriffs Office has defended 
its handling of Epstein, saying he was treated no 
better than any first offender convicted of the same 
charges. To which imprisoned sex criminals all over 
the state might say: 


So, can I get transferred to your jail? Please? Like, 
as soon as possible? 


A spokesperson for Sheriff Ric Bradshaw told a 
reporter that there were no rules barring someone 
like Epstein from participating in work-release— 
and, besides, Epstein wasn’t officially registered as a 
sex offender until the day after his release from jail. 


OK. Nothing like a pointless technicality to put ev- 
eryone’s mind at ease. 


DeSantis’ announcement of an independent inves- 
tigation followed a letter from Bradshaw supporting 
the idea. A day earlier, state Sen. Lauren Book of 
Plantation had sent the governor more than 4,000 
signatures on a petition urging him to take action. 


The probe covers not only Epstein’s rich-and-famous 
lifestyle while in custody, but also the original investi- 
gation and plea settlement, including a controversial 
agreement sparing Epstein from federal prosecution. 


Another aspect of the 2008 case begging to be 
examined is ex-State Attorney Barry Krischer’s 
decision not to prosecute the well-connected 
businessman on more serious child-sex charges, 
despite the urging of Palm Beach detectives. 


Authorities in other jurisdictions where Epstein 
owns homes strongly suspect he continued pursuing 
and exploiting under-aged girls after he finished his 
sentence in Florida. 


Public outrage about the case was reignited by new 
reporting from The Herald’s Julie K. Brown. The 
scandal cost Acosta, the former U.S. attorney, his 
job as labor secretary in the Trump administration. 
A key assistant in the case, A. Maria Villafana, 
resigned from the Justice Department late last week. 


In July, Epstein was indicted in New York on sex- 
trafficking charges involving “dozens of minor girls” in 
Manhattan and Palm Beach between 2002 and 2005. 
Prosecutors said the victims were as young as 14. 


Once the judge denied bail, Epstein knew he was 
stuck in jail until his trial. 


This time, being rich didn’t matter. This time, the 
door on his cell stayed locked. 


So the monster chose another way out, leaving a 
legacy of obscene privilege and predation.

From the Archives... The Long Hike = Part I

Editor’s Note: This year commemorates the Morgan 
boys’ historic trek along the John Muir Trail in 
California. The adventure was well documented in 
Beachcomber, and the following article—the first of 
three—appeared in our August 20, 2009 issue. 


It seemed like a good idea at the time. But now I 
can’t remember when, how or why I came up with it. 


A long hike in California with my boys on the John 
Muir Trail. True, we’d never even slept out in our 
backyard. And we’d certainly never walked 146 
miles at altitude. With bears. In the snow. In August. 


We flew into Fresno to meet our climbing party at 
the base camp for Mt. Sobek. The people in charge of 
tourism for the Fresno Chamber of Commerce have 
a very difficult job. Fresno has 80 known gangs with 
20,000 members. It is the dog and cockfight capital 
of the world. The local college’s mascot is a pit bull. 
This is where ultimate fighting (with humans) was 
invented. There is not much room in Fresno for 
tourism. On the plus side, there are nine medical 
marijuana dispensaries. 


Our 12-day hike began pleasantly enough. Day One 
was an 8.3-mile hike in rolling terrain. Camp was 
set, dinner was prepared, and we set up tents and 
slept. 


On Day Two, our problems began early. 


Both of my sons have a light streak of obstinacy that 
they must have inherited from their grandfather. 
Eddie, the elder, had decided there was no need to 
filter his drinking water. “That stream I fished this 
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morning is cleaner than the tap water back home,” 
he said. 


That was the last thing he said that was decipherable. 


It began with what sounded like a fat man burping. 
It quickly escalated into something altogether 
different. Young Edward began howling like a coyote 
caught in a steel leg trap. Then he began vomiting 
in an unusual rapid fire manner. He kept this up 
for much longer than would seem possible. The 
emergency response by our guides was admirable, 
and Eddie was airlifted to a hospital in Bishop. 


Chatham, my youngest son, was completely unnerved 
by the whole ordeal. He walked for the rest of the day 
with his head down, muttering to himself and checking 
his forehead for any sign of a fever. He wasn’t able to 
worry about his brother for long, though. 


Our guides had made one thing perfectly clear. It 
was a policy written in every memo regarding the 
trip. “NO FOOD IN THE TENTS! EVER!!!” it said. 


All food was to be suspended from a tree 100 yards 
from our campsite to discourage bear attacks. 


Chatham, like his father, has always had a phobia 
about hypoglycemic diabetic comas. He has slept 
with candy under his pillow since he was a child. 
I had seen Chatham purchase two boxes of SEES 
candy at the Salt Lake airport and figured that he 
had eaten them before our trip began. 


Shortly after midnight on Day Three, our camp 
was awakened by a roaring noise and the sight of 
Chatham’s tent being swatted down the mountain 
like a dandelion puff. Chatham made his way out of

his shredded tent and, rather than assume a fetal 
position or run downhill, he actually attacked the 
bear. 


His bravery may have caused the bear to forgo 
an attack on Chatham’s genitals (a bear’s favorite 
target), but with a box of candy in one paw, the bear 
swiped his free claws across Chatham’s forehead and 
scalped him so clean it would have put an Apache 
warrior to shame. 


I heard Chatham mumbling to himself as they loaded 
him into the helicopter. “It would have been a good 
day to die,” he said, just before passing out. 


It was suggested at this point that I give up on the 
challenging walk ahead. But there wasn’t much I 
could do for my boys now except to forge ahead and 
to make them proud. I still had nine days of climbing 
rock walls and scampering up sheer sheets of frozen 
waterfalls. 


But that would have to wait until at least Day Five. I 
woke up on Day Four and stumbled from my tent to 
relieve myself. Relief would not come. A medic had 
joined our troupe in an effort to save on helicopter 
evacuation costs. I was diagnosed with a rare 
combination of prostatitis, kidney stones and a gall 
bladder infection. 


Uncomfortable with the brutish-looking medic— 
and having once considered going into medicine 
myself—I MacGyvered a catheter from the 7/8” tube 
coming from my Camel-Bak water system. Once my 
bladder emptied, I cauterized the gaping wound with 
hot embers from the campfire. 


After that ordeal, I reasoned, the rest of the trip 
would be a piece of cake. 


Again, I was wrong.

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Behind the Scenes at FoWal’s HHArts 
with Helen Harris

The Oxford Dictionary defines art as_ the 
expression or application of human creative skill 
and imagination, typically in a visual form such 
as a painting or sculpture, producing works to be 
appreciated primarily for their beauty or emotional 
power. 


In Fort Walton Beach, there is a place where one 
can enjoy great works of art from great regional 
artists at great prices. That place is HHArts. 


HHArts was created by Helen Harris and her 
husband Eric, both of whom are from New York 
and moved to Fort Walton Beach in 2006. Most of 
Eric’s family already lived here. Helen grew up in 
Floral Park, New York. She attended college out of 
state but came back to New York after two years 
and attended the Fashion Institute of Technology. 


She then worked retail for four and a half years 
before joining the reservations department at 
United Airlines. After deregulation and a buyout, 
Helen transferred to Lufthansa Airlines where she 
worked in the ticketing department for 21 years. 
She retired in 2005. 


Helen and Eric married in 1982. Eric grew up in 
Queens and joined an electrical union after high 
school. He was drafted in 1966 and spent time 
in Vietnam. When he came back to the states, he 
went to college and then went to work for major 
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companies in engineering along with being an 
electrician. In 2001, he started his own electrical 
contracting business. Eric also retired in 2005. 


“I was always drawing and painting,” Helen says. 
“In 2003, I started really getting back into art and 
took classes in oils.” When the couple moved to 
Fort Walton Beach, she joined the Arts and Design 
Society, a nonprofit organization whose purpose is 
to sponsor, stimulate and promote art in its many 
phases and to further the intelligent appreciation 
of all forms of the arts within our community. The 
organization was started 62 years ago. 


Helen became very involved with ADSO and was 
elected president of the group a year after she 
joined. She was the president for four years and 
is presently serving as vice-president. When she 
and Eric moved into a house in Fort Walton Beach, 
she used the guest room as her art studio. At that 
point, Eric started talking about opening a gallery. 
They found a perfect location at 100 Beal Parkway. 


HHArts opened in April 2015. Its purpose is to 
support local artists and help sell their fine and 
varied work. Artists can rent a space to display 
their artwork for $40 a month. There is a three- 
month commitment and a two-week notice before 
leaving. 


“That is their space. We receive no commission,” 
says Helen. “We do ask that the artist volunteer 
once a month to sit in the gallery when it is open.” 
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Helen and Eric Harris. 


HHArts offers gallery space, studio space, classes, 
lectures, and workshops. Children’s classes are 
offered on Wednesdays and Thursdays from 3 
to 5 PM. On the outside wall of the building are 
various murals created by local artists. 


A four-week mosaic class starts the first Saturday 
in September from 10 AM to 2:30 PM. The cost is 
$80, cash or check, and materials are included. To 
sign up, contact Thalia Newton at 850-974-9882 or 
thaliaS5@cox.net. 


“T like a lot of different art,” Helen says. “I have 
tried every kind of art there is and have won many 
awards.” Helen has most recently enjoyed doing 
encaustic wax classes at the Center for Lifetime 
Learning. Many of Helen’s pieces are on display at 
HHArts. 


Coming up next for HH Arts—their yearly 
involvement with ADSO’s Fine Arts Show at the 
Northwest Florida Fairgrounds this fall. It’s an ideal 
place for both established and aspiring artists to 
showcase their work.

Nearly two years after emerging as a #1 national 
recording artist with his hit single “Baby Coffee,” Michael 
J Thomas has hit the pole position on the Billboard 
Smooth Jazz Songs chart again with his latest single, a 
powerhouse urban jazz re-imagining of “Ill Never Love 
Again,” the end theme from Bradley Cooper’s film A Star

Though surrounded by country music while growing 
up in the small town of Cecilia, Kentucky, Mr. 
Thomas’ parents filled his childhood with a steady 
stream of legendary R&B and pop artists who would 
later become muses—Stevie Wonder, Earth, Wind & 
Fire, Michael Jackson, and Prince. 


Mr. Thomas studied piano at the age of seven and 
switched to saxophone in seventh grade, shortly 
after discovering contemporary jazz artists like 
Yellowjackets and Dave Grusin on a Technics demo 
disc that came with a stereo his dad purchased. 


During a high school jazz band rehearsal one late 
evening, all of his ear training and emulation of 
other saxophonists finally came together. The band 
was performing a run-through of Jimi Hendrix’ “Purple 
il Never Love Again Haze” that had a transcribed alto sax solo that young 
Michael deviated from.

Hurricane Michael Over Six Months Later: 


Young People and Medica 


By Carrie Hunter 


When Hurricane Michael ripped 
through Northwest Florida, it damaged 
businesses as well as homes. Young 
people working in the medical 
industry were particularly affected by 
job losses. Bay Medical Center was 
extremely damaged as well as several 
smaller medical clinics, which in turn 
decreased jobs and services in the 
area. 


Caitlyn, a young mother with a small 
child, was working at Bay Medical. She 
was one of hundreds of people laid off 
from work. At the same time, she had 
to move out of a damaged apartment 
to live with her grandparents. The 
distinct smell of mold was a concern 
for her son’s health and both Caitlyn 
and her son were coughing and 
experiencing respiratory issues 
because her landlord refused to fix 
the storm damage. 


Caitlyn was out of work for months and 
had difficulty finding new employment 
and a place to live. Her grandparents’ 
house also had serious damage, so the 
family lived in a trailer until Caitlyn 
could find a new apartment. 


Nathan, a man in his early 30s, was 
in a similar situation. He worked 
in an office scheduling medical 
appointments, primarily for senior

patients. After the storm, many of the 
patients from the medical group that 
he worked for had to relocate to other 
areas. 


All of the appointments were cancelled, 
and the majority of the elderly patients 
had to leave the area due to damage

on their homes. No patients meant 
no appointments. The office manager 
informed Nathan that he needed to 
find new employment. His apartment 
was also seriously damaged enough 


to be deemed unlivable. He and 
his fiancée had to move in with his 
parents because there was no place 
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available to rent. His fiancée had to 
commute two and a half hours to work 
at Barnes and Noble in another city 
because the local store was damaged. 


Workers with construction skills 
were in high demand after the storm, 
but many of the professionals that 
traditionally get paid better than 
average in Northwest Florida, such as 
those in the medical industry, were 
suddenly facing serious employment 
issues. The other option was working 
minimum wage jobs at one of the slowly 
re-opening fast food restaurants that 
paid significantly less than the jobs 
these individuals held pre-storm. 
Nathan says, “I’m not handy... I’ve 
never felt so useless.” 


Young people in their 20s and 30s 
who were on their way to a solid 
middle class lifestyle suddenly found 
themselves jobless and living with 
older family members whose own 
homes were damaged and waiting on 
repairs from contractors. 


Six months after the storm, Caitlyn 
and Nathan have both found new 
jobs. Caitlyn is again working in the 
medical profession, and Nathan has 
become a professional writer. Caitlyn 
was able to find a new apartment, but 
it still had storm damage. Nathan and 
his fiancée are staying with family 
until the rent prices in the area return 
to normal.

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Drinking Under $15: Budget Bourbons 
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BOURBON WHISKEY 
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By Bruce Collier 


Since 2007, September has been 
designated National Bourbon Heritage 
Month. Like Christmas, it’s a good 
time to give and receive. Despite the 
spike in prices and the proliferation 
of boutique craft bourbons (with even 
spikier prices), the USA is still the 
best place to find affordable bourbon. 


In years past, I wrote about bourbons 
for under $30, then under $20. This 
year I’m lowering the bar about as far 
down as I can go, without getting into 
those “blended” whiskeys that are, es- 
sentially, bourbon-flavored vodkas. 


Here are six examples. Some are val- 
ues, some are best used for—I don’t 
know, marinades... Prices are for 750 
ml bottles. All were tasted neat, and 
with a little filtered water. 


Hayes Parker Reserve 

90 Proof 

$11.99 

Said to be “at least” six months aged. 
Color—clear and pale. Nose—corn- 
bread/muffin; grainy snack cracker 
scent, sweet, touch of dried peach 
or apricot fruit leather, cardboard-y. 
Thin, not a lot of body. A few drops 
of plain filtered water ramps up the 
cornbread scent. With water, you 
smell and taste roasted peanut shells 


——————————— 
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and skins, breakfast cereal, Cracker 
Barrel’s air freshener (whatever that 
may be), ye olde country store, grass 
and hay. Papery aftertaste. For the 
price you can do better, but at 90 
proof it should brighten up your soda 
or cola highball. 


Lone Hand Tennessee Sour 
Mash Whiskey 

80 Proof 

$14.99 

Strictly speaking not bourbon, but 
Tennessee whiskey, charcoal filtered 
like Jack Daniel’s (which sued for the 
resemblance in bottles and labels). No 
age statement, but it is distilled and 
aged in Tennessee. Darker color than 
the Hayes. Sweet smoke on the nose, 
wood and graphite pencil shavings. 
First sip is warm and sweet, trails off 
quickly. Second sip is smoother, with 
more body. Slight taste of burnt sugar, 
like charred marshmallow. Quarter tea- 
spoon of water brought out a varnished 
wood scent, which more water opened 
out into a sweeter, corn muffin and 
barbecue aroma. The taste got sweeter 
and a little waxy. More character than 
the Hayes, and at a lower proof. 


Black Eagle 

80 Proof 

$13.99 

Produced (likely not distilled) in 
Princeton, Minnesota, aged 3 years. 
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STRAIGHT 


Light color. Nose indicates to me a 
good dose of rye in mash bill, nutty 
cereal scent, apple peel. Taste first 
sip—dried apple, a little cinnamon. 
More time in glass amps up the apple 
and spice—kind of a fruit pastry. It’s 
delicate and a little faint, but there’s 
a cleanness and straightforwardness 
about it that I liked. 


If it were a dollar or two cheaper, I’d 
say it’s a bargain buy. I’d like to taste 
it at 90 or even 100 proof. More water 
brings out more of the pastry dough 
scent, and a fragrance of pear. 


This is a good one to have short with 
a single cube of ice, or highball style, 
with more ice and plenty of water for 
a “Kentucky iced tea.” Very drinkable. 


Evan Williams Black 

86 Proof 

$14.49 

“Straight bourbon” means at least 
two years old, and this is reportedly 
between five and seven years old. 
Darker in color, more reddish. Nose 
is wood, menthol, pencil shavings, 
honeycomb, vanilla extract. Taste— 
sweet on the entry, smoothly warm, 
bittersweet honey or syrup. A few 
drops of water didn’t add or subtract 
much. Good to know if you want a 
bourbon and water that still tastes 
like bourbon. 


JIM BEAM 


REPEAL BATCH 


— NON-CHILL FILTERED— 
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Jim Beam Repeal Batch 
Non-Chill Filtered 

86 Proof 

$11.99 

A limited edition (honoring the 85th 
anniversary of Prohibition Repeal in 
1933), so price and availability could 
vary; I bought mine under the price 
limit. Golden honey color. Nose is 
sweet and honey-like, candied pear, 
pickled ginger and spices, burnt 
sugar. Taste is sweet, warm, then 
trails off. With a few drops of water 
it sweetens and gets much more 
woodiness on the nose. Water brings 
more out in this bourbon than in 
others. 


Evan Williams White Label 
Bonded 

100 Proof 

$14-15 

Bonded whiskey is the product of a 
single distillery in a single distilling 
season, aged at least four years old 
and bottled at 100 proof. Darker, 
slightly reddish copper color. Nose 
is honeycomb, burnt sugar, candied 
orange peel. Taste is warm honey, a 
little dried peach or nectarine on the 
finish. With a few drops of filtered wa- 
ter you smell baked cornbread, waffles 
and syrup. More water brings out the 
scent of orange peel and pith. This is 
a lot of bourbon for the dollar—Best 
Value Pick.
